The following excellent description of a 
modern Spanisli bull-fight is from a (mrrea-

Wo were excellently placed, in a box on 
tho shady side, not far from that of the 
prcsiiicut.

The bulk of spectators, tliere was no deny- 
ing, Lad a counter-jumper look, and be- 
haved exceedingly like our honest British 
coimtcr-jiimpeia when out upon “a spree.” 
They yelled, they pelted each other with 
orange peel (the living tree is “ romantic," 
but 1 tliiuk the peel is much the same 
everywhere !) and with dirty white pow- 
der. kiuiuc “ ladies” of a pretty extensive 
range of personal acquaintance who en- 
tered a box were pretty freely “chaffed,” 
but it glanced harmlessly off their paint, 
when it was mit parried by their fans.

But he is sure to go at the picador 
before long, and then heaven help — the 
unlucky screw ! I suppose picadors do 
woiulerful things sometimes, but what I 
saw myself — the regular and average per- 
formance — was their judiciously exposing 
the screw to tlie bull’s horns. They prodded 
tlie bull ineauwliile on the shoulders, and 
he was soon smeared with blood. But the 
real “fun” of the fight evidently began 
with the goring of the first horse. The 
mere weight of the bull iii-sures that, and 
we soon saw a horse and man go over be- 
fore one charge. Tiien came more cloak- 
play, and another horse gored ; aitd the 
inevitable details followed. These ought 
to be mentioned, because they- are of the 
essence of tho “ .sport” — not ugly accidents 
of it, but necessary accoini>aniinents. That 
is t<) say— * * * To borrow Homer’s 

language, “tbeguts gushed groiiiuhvard." 
When the horse, even in this plight, could 
keej) his legs, he was e.vpected to go on 
performing, wtiilc his entrails trailed like 
a bunch of ribbons. If he fell, he lay, 
whether deiul or half dead, until tlie bull 
was killed. Sometimes an exhausted bull

It was all tho same M’hethor tho horse was 
beaten when he fcIJ, or Wliether ho hud 
strength enough to lise — ^wliether he\lay 
kicking in his own blood on tho sand,' was 
cantered about, streaky witli gore, or was 
brought in to be used again, after having 
bad his skin stitched. 

It is to be observed, then, that in these 
so-cailod “ fights” tho torture and death of 
the hoi-scs is us much a part of the oliow aa 
the killing of the bull. They are not 
wounded end slain, according to tlie^ii- 
tiine of the tight, as in real war ; nlilRoos 
any skill of the jiicudoia aflect tlieir des- 
tiny. Peojile come to see them butchered 
as a part of the pletcsui-e ; and if a fair 
preporcion of them is not butchered, the 
spectators howl for iiiore. Our third bull, 
on the day in cjiicstioii — ^a black one — had 
shown more than ordinary vivacity, and 
the supply of hoise-s had run short, yoon a 
steady roar for caballos arose from the ' 
crowd, and thousands of voices were di- 
rected to the box of the president. Fellows 
jumped up on the stone seats of the ten- 
tido, anil yelled furiously at that officer, i 
Tlieir shout— Senor Presidente, no lo en- , 
teude listed !" (Mr President, you do not 
underetund it !) — became a song ; and the 
words “ Presidente . . no lo entende’’ 
rose and fell regularly ; while the singers 
gesticulated with their arms, danced on the 
seats, and foamed at the moutli. Presently 
the chief espana — Gordito it was — ap- 
peared in front of the box, c.ap in hand ; 
some arrangements were made, and other 
caballos appeared. On these occasions, 
those who have the nninagement of a bull- 
fight uiay seize the first lior.ses they find in 
the neighbourhood — jiaying for them — 
whether their ownei-s say yea or nay. This 
license prevails all through the show. For 
instance, at the show of which I am speak- 
ing, a Sjiaiiish sailor, whenever the per- 
formance grew slack, sprang on hi» seat 
and danced the cancan with a brutality of 
suggestive gesture wholly indescribable. 

The vast space, I need not say, rang with 
ajiplaiise and laughter. 

The prettiest, indeed the only artisti- 
cally gi-aceful ]iart of the bull- fight I found 
to be the cloak-play. Sonic of the 
manoeuvres of the capeadores as they flared 
the colour in the face of the bull, and skim- 
med away from liiin, had the case of the 
best dancing. It was [iretty, too, to ace 
Gordito seat himself, as he once did, in the 
centre of tho arena on a chair, and elude 
the bull’s direct cliiirgc at bim. lie is a 
stout fellow (thence bis name), and looked 
like a well fed London footman in full 
dress, with the addition of a fancy jacket ; 
but no dancing-girl ever turned so nimbly 
as he did at the critical moment. So, too, 
the light-footed, clcaii-liinbod bamlerillos 
dancing up to [ihiiit the coloured darts into 
the we.aried but still savage beast pre.seutcd 
gleams of brilliance tlia; tlirew over the 
scene an air of art. 

But then thc.se features of the business 
are sc.anty, whereas the carnage and the 
brutality are long, tedious, and altogether 
predominant. 'J'liis is the answer to those 
who dwell on the “ cfl’ccts,” which are the 
occasional, to the exclusion of the stu[iid 
cruelty which is the essential and pormn- 
iieut distinction of the bull-figlit. Thus, 
how often have we hoard of the e.spada in 
his final duel with the bull (the last act of 
the drama) destroying him with one subtle 
thrust iu a vital part ? Your descriptive 
gentleman dwells on tiiis feat, but lie doc.s 
not s;vv how often it is achieved- — say in a 
whole summer’s biill-figbts throughout 
Spain. I may have been exceptionally 
unlucky, but not oue of the six bulls that 
I saw die (I did not wait to see the catas- 
trophe of the .seventh) wo-s killed by any 
such legerdemain of butcbeiy ; they were 
stabbed, ineli’cctual ly, over and over again, 
the sword being left sticking in the animals 
as they got away at intervals. Finally, 
overjiowered by long torture, and driven 
round the inside of the barriers, tliey sunk 
by degrees, and were [mt an end to with 
downright poniard stabs ([niiialila-s), The 
result would h.vvo been aiTivcd at as well, 
only more mercifully, at Bmithlicld. 

I will not make a sermon ujioii iny story 
— the story is the sennon. It may be true, 
as Ford seems to think, that the Spaniards 
are cruel, independent of this amusement)'" (j 
which i.s an effect, not a cause.

Californian Method of Arnu.lg’uina- 
tingr Gold. 

Much of tho gold is caught or amalga- 
mated in the battery. The stamps fall 
into an iron box or mortar, into which an 
ounce of quicksilver ia thrown for every 
ounce of gold supposed to he in tho quartz, 
[f the rock is crushed fine in the battery, 
two-thirds or tliree-fonrths of the gold 
may be caught there, leaving one-third or 
one-fourth that escapes through the screen. 
After leaving the battery, tlie pulverized 
quartz in most milts runs down over cupper 
plate which has been washed over with 
diluted nitric acid, and then rubbed with 
quicksilver till the whole surface is covered 
with amalgam, and when the plate ia co- 
vered with gold it operates more effectually 
than when the quicksilver is fresh. Gold 
unites more readily with gold amalgam 
than with pure quicksilver. The copper 
plate which is the bottom of a trough or 
sluice, may be fifty or a hundred feet long. 

Between the copper plates in mauf mill* 
are troughs, in the bottom of which are 
laid coarse blankets, or gunny bag, or even 
cowliide with the hair an, and tho grain 
against tho stre.am. Gold amalgam and 
siitphurets are caught in the rougli surface 
of the blanket, gunny bag, or hide, 
which must be taken up and washed at 
intervals, wliich are usually not more than 
half-an-hour long. Thcshaking-table ti.sed 
in amalgamation is a long box with traver.se 
divi.sinns containing quicksilver, ft i.s set 
horizontally, and is sliakou longitudinally, 
receiving from 100 to 200 sliort jerks in"a 
minute. Dy these jerks the pulp is thrown 
bark upon tho quicksilver. 

‘ P.ins' are coming into use slowly in the 
gold quartz mills — at least in some of the 
new ones lately erected in Grass Valley. 
Riislel says of pan amalgamation that it is 
' at present the most perfect gohi manipn- 
latlon,* and by it ‘ gold is extracted as close 
as B5 par cent, of the Sue as.say' — that ia 
if there are no sulphurets. (Nevada and 
California processes ) The general opinion 
is that from 20 tr> 40 per cent, of the gold 
ts lost in the ordinary processes.

Troitment of Tailinga. 

( Times it Thames Miners' vfefvarate, Jan, 5 . J 
It is a well-known fact that tho pyrites 
found in quartz-roofs contain a largo per 
cciitiige of gold, and espoelally such as are 
found in the quartz lodos on the Thames. 
There have been a great many plans tried 
for separating the pyrites from tho tailings, 
so as to subject them to a process for driv- 
ing off the other minerals they contain 
along with the gold. We have several 
times boon shewn, by the battery managera 
on the field, pyrites which have been 
treated in difi'ereut ways, and from which 
a payable quantity of gold has boen ob- 
taineiL One groat point to bo gained was 
the separating of the pyrites from the 
tailings at a clieap rate, which would bo 
going on at the same time that the quartz 
was passing through the battery, so that 
only the portion of the taiiiiigs required 
would be kept, and the refuse part allowed 
to run away, without the neebssity of shift- 
ing and stacking it. The manager of the 
Una Company has arranged a plan to 
attain this object, by' placing two long 
ripple boxes, over which the tailings have 
to p-ass, os they come from tho battciy. 
The bo.xcs are 65 ft in length, with a fall 
of ono foot in twelve, in which the ripplc-s 
are placed. These ripples are tho usual 
ones put in sluico-lioxes for i-iving alluvial 
gold, and are about inches in depth, 

I In-seotiona, so that the^ c.ni he taken out 
witli case, and tho boxes cleaned. In the 
ripples tlie pyrites will be collected, and 
the lighter p-ortions will be cirried nway 
by tlie water. It is the intention of the 
company to erect a large calcining furnace 
ill connection with the b.ittory, so that 
tlie pyrites can be treated as soon as they 
are taken from tlie boxes, From some 
pyrites washed from stone crushed out of 
the company’s mine, a very payable return 
of gold has been obtai red, which has given 
the manager confi lence in the success of 
his exjicriraeiit. We sincerely wish such 
may be the ca.se, and that it m.iy be the 
I ra.'ians of saving a large quantity of gold 
: at present being lost on this field.

The volocipead iz a wize instrumentality, 
with two wheels, placed coiisekiitively, one 
whoel behind tlie other, mid tho other 
wheel behind tho fust one. Tliey revolve 
on their axis, Hiiiiilur to the world, from 
east to we.sb| and liavo alromly reachtxl tho 
shores of tho Atlantic, Geiiiuii, and Faoi- 
fick oshuns. Tlioy are az oazy to rido us 
an old grind .stun, They will undoubtedly 
Jo nway with the use of steam, and in 
fifty yeare from now will be the only incana 
of locomoahun known to man. The ladies 
will uso them jist az suiio az they kan 
settle the quoafcioii in what ni.iniior they 
shall occupy them. Jist now thar is a 
dispute wlietlier they sliall occupy both 
sides of the volocipead at oiict, or whether 
they shall remain on one side ov thorn at 
onct, similar to the aiiisluiut custom ov 
oeciipyliig tlie no bio animal, the lioss. It 
is tew be hoiied this matter will bo laid 

before tho “ VVimmin's Right Coaiinitteo,'’ 
and that nothing of a one-sided iiatnr' 
should ho allowed tew hinder a woman 
from filling her destiny. 1 bcleaf in throw- 
ing everytliing wide op'jn to a fair compe- 
tislinn between tho tew sexes, vclocipeads 
az well az medicine, and map t/te best win, 
It might hike a little odd (for the fust dav 
or too) to see the liulies divided by a ve- 
locipead, but, in the grate advance ov 
prices and morals which are now at work 
ill the world, nobo'Iy but a phool or a 
foggy would object to it — if we are ever 
to reach perfecslian in this world, ive have 
all of us got to have a fair chance, at both 
sbl.se of tilings. I have examined the 
sciontifick principles ov the velocipciid, 
and find that it iz ju,st az simple az bread 
j and milk. The rotary cohesiveness wliioh 
: exists in all circuinlociuory gravitations, I 
I ackling in conjunction avith tho simple law 
of attr-ictioii, preserves the mo.shuii of tho 
velo.jipeaii with its projier and natural re- 
volinshiui. Nothing can be more simple 
and yet more beautiful than this law in 
science : the philo.aopher 3 are az well ac- 
qii liiited with it az they are with the 10 
C-Jinm..tnrlments, and prajiz better. There 
is one improvement in the volocipead 
which I am anxiondy looking forward to, 
ami tliat i'Z, for tliem to stand tillyii mount 
them. Nothing i.s more annoying than a 
habit they Irtv got iutn ov lying down 
on their sides if yii andertaka to endorse 
one of them standing still. I hav seen 
the noble animal, tho boss, when he wiintcd 
to git rid of his rider, lay down sideways 
and roll over, and kick up hiz heels. 
This ia a trick wliieli the velocipeiid 
haz stolo from tlie hos-s without giving' | 
him eniiy kredit for it. If my memory 
serves 1113 rigiit, the mosliiin of the a-clooi- 
pcad ia purely a krank iiioshun, similai- 
tew the grind .stun or the tread mill, aud 
is projiiceil the same w.iy in which the 
scizzor grinder stire up bis maclieen. 

I h.av tUonglit if the pioneer wheel ov 
the velocipead could be made out ov white- 
stones, it might be used while in progi-e,s.s, 
for sharpening razurs and carving knives, 
and thus bckuiii a means ov grace az well 
az benty, but this would take the poel.i-y all 
out ov it, and degrade it down to the level 
ov useful nes.s. If you avant tew take tlie 
starch out ova novelty, just set it to work 
at snmthing irseful, and it becomes inele- 
gant at oust. Tho inoslinn ov the veloci- 
pead is produced by the akshim ov the 
Icggs— or nither, tlis p.nl.il extreinetys ; 
the word leggs is altogetficr tu common for 
any man tu uze, wlio ever expeks tow bc- 
kiim all .M.P., or tu be cant in the sosiety 
of refined people. This f.ikt is siitficiently 
e.xplaned tu tiie latin skollar, ivho under- 
stands that vulocipiids Ls invniifaetured 
out ov two forriii words, “ veloss" and “pe- 
doss,” which politely means “pedal swift- 
ness." If a man don't understand latin 
now-a-daze,' he kaiit hardly enjoy the con- 
verz'isliiin ov a liod-carrier. Tire viiloci- 
pead iz not a rnoilerii discovery ; long be- 
fore the daze ov Adam and Eve, they waz 
in use. The lieatlieii gods had them, irith 
one wheel to them, and hisstory tells ov a 
gi-ate cksperb, one Ixion, who got onto the 
side ov one ov them, and travelled all over 
the Olympian country. I have seen them 
miself with only one wheel on them; tliezc 
had two handels, which protruded out be- 
hind, and were propelled by a shove mo- 
shiin. Theze were fir.st diskiivered in Ire- 
land, and I think are kulled “ wheclbar- 
row.s,’’ or snmthing that .sounds like that. 
This is all i no about the velocipe.ido.

(Before Vincent Pyke, Esq., Warden.) 

Goodger v. Logan. — Mr Brough, who appeared 
on behalf of the Coio{>aiiy, intimated that an 
amicable arraugcineut had been come to by the 
litigants, and that the case would uut in conse- 
quence be proceeded with. The Warden said 
he was exceedingly glad to hear it, and trusted 
he had heard the last of auy dispute between 
the partners. 

Mr Badger, agent for M‘Nah and party, ap- 
plied for protection for claim No. 4 east, on the 
Riehmoiid line of reef.

COLCLOUGH’S REEF, BENDIUO. 

The subjoined report of operations carried on 
by the prospectors iu Colciougli and x»arty s 
claim fiiiico the 10th November, was furnished 
by Mr F. G. Lyons (one of the shareholders) for 
the information of the Warden ; and a copy of 
it baa been courteously placed at ouniiaposal:— 

' ** . ; . . Wo first sank a shaft 27 feet 

deep, about UK) feet east of where we had got 
the rich stone on the surface. We only broke 
down A portion of the reef — about four or live 
tons — not wiaUing to raise quartz until our law- 
suit was decided ; aiul we are quite satisfied 
that the Stone is payable, having seen gold for 
tlie entire depth very evenly distriVmtcil through 
the stone. The reef in this sh.%ft varies in width 
from one to three feet, and in one place narrows 
into a vein of three or four inches, but opens out 
again immediately. We have also sunk a shaft, | 
18 feet deep, about 200 feet still farther c.ast, 1 
and got some rich atono in the reef ; but we I 
gave up sinking it any deeper for the present, ! 
on account of the extreme hardness of the rock, j 
We next sank a shaft, 45 feet deep, about 40 
feet west of the first discovcrj% and followed the 
reef from the surface to that deptli. In two 
places the reef pinchca into a narrow vein, but, 
OB in the eastern shaft, wideiiB out again. We 
have not broken all the quartz in this abaft, but 
in two or three places where we broke down 
some, we saw gold. Wc have also commenced 
a tunnel about IffO feet from our western boun- 
dary, in order to strike the reef at about 150 
feet below the crown of tho hill, and have gone 
through a bo<ly of rubbly iiuartz which we be- 
lieve to be tlio cap of the reef, as wo can get

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A MELANCHOLY INCIDENT. 

After five days of piainful susperiee and 
uninterrupted seiu'ch, the remnins of the 
missing child, the daughter of J. \Y Mur- 
doch, Eisq., 11. M., of Goodwood, werefouiul 
oil Surulay morning last ou Goodwood 
Beach, nt a place know'n ns Bobby’s Head. 
At about twenty minutes past 12 o’clock 
on Monday, the 10th inst., the little girl 
wras last seen alive, anil from that time 
until about the same hour on Sunday last, 
no traces were discovered of her, and the 
wildest excitement and apprehension ex- 
isted, vague rumonr.s of foul play being 
afloat. Tile result of tlie inquiry held on 
the body on Monday last will, however, set 
all doubts on this head at rest. ’ So soon 
as the sad intelligence of the sudden dis- 
appearance of the eliild became known, the 
settlers and inliabitiints of Talmeiston, 
Goodwood, ami VYaikouaiti, like good 
Bfiniiiritans, repaired to tho scene of tho 
mishap, and, day after day, a vigorous 
search was continued, but without success, 
and every effort that human ingenuity 
could devise, or kindness prompt, fftimd 
to discover tho whereabants of the poor 
child. The Goodwood Bush, as fir as it 
was tlociuetl possible the little girl could 
travel, was carefully searched ; and we 
believe that tho place where the body was 
found did not escape observation. The 
most reasonable snjipi^sition of tiio cau.se 
of the body having been taken to wliere it 
was found, is that it was wjushed there by 
the sea, tlic waves at high tide reaching 
that spot. We believe it is the only place 
along that part of tlie coast where ail kinds 
of dchris are washed and lodged, to be 
again carried out by the receding tide. 
How the child got into the sea remains a 
mystery, as it was a very bad walker for 
its age* and could nob walk any distance 
wit] lont resting. It is siqiposed that the 
])oor little thing, who was in tlie garden 
at the time her mother Went to visit a 
mnghbour, must have atraymd away, and 
having wandered about until she had lost 
hcrsrlf, fallen either into the sea or the 
civi'k, ami had afterwards been washed up 
to the phico where it was found. The dis- 
tance from where the child was found to 
the residence of Mr Ntiinloch is about two 
miles. The 8tat.e of preservat.inn in wliidi 
the child was when found is accounted for 
by tlie fact of Us baing for some . Lime iu 
the water, — The jury, ftt the inquest, rc- 
tiirnfid n v»*r. licit of — Found dead, w/ithin 
tlie inllucnen of rl.r.

‘,‘1 havB jounio/ed, mid noted many 
tilings on iny joiirnoy, soma of which I 
slinll sot down hero — other soino I shiill 
keep for anothor oeoasion, 'J’raYoliir.g 
iiorthwaids from Dunedin, I noted in my 
mind siiiidry places wliloh a gold-tiokls 
coiTospoaJeut ought to see, and then I 
drew a uieiital map of the gold-fields, com- 
mencing at Palmerston, and going iulaad 
to Lake Wakatip, and rnuniug along tha 
Kakaiiui Kango to the Wiiitaki, and then 
along the Waitaki iind its trifnitarics to 
Lake Wanakii. Host of this country I 
tfavellod over, and although 1 shall not 
preserve the same order in relating as I 
took in seeing, I .sliall toll you what I saw, 
heard, and tliouglit wiiilo pui-suiiig my in- 
vestigations. 

“ But, first of all, let mo say th.it tho 
prevailing impression on my mind is one of } 
wonder that auriferous resource.s so great 
as ours evhlently are, do not sttract a 
larger population, As reganls the geolo- 
gical features of tlio oountiy, from within 
a few miles of the coast' it is everywhere 
schistose, interspersed in a greater or less 
degree with quartz-veins. Gold is found 
to exist oil the beach at Moei-aki, and 
along a.s far ns Oamaru, where from a 
small lagoon, open at high tide to the sea 
I saw some sand taken full of small gar- 
nets, and when washed on a shovel, a resi- 
I duum of black amd, containing a largo 
luiinhcr of exceedingly fine specks of gold, 
was produced. This, ouu]jled with somo 
other iudications, leads me to believe tliat 
there may be a certain quantity of gold 
mixed up with the volcanic rocks which 
abound at this pait of the coast, though it 
is scarcely lilrely to ho payable. The coun- 
try at the hack for aomo miles inland, and 
forming the fine agricultural area known 
as the Oamaru district, consists of alluvial 
soil iiitei-spci-sfid with lieds of basalt and 
limestone, reveiiling an old sea bottom, aud 
about fourteen miles inland the schist rock 
crops out. From this point, near tho 
Kakamii, to the present workings at Mao- 
rewhenua, is about 1C miles; aud hills of 
‘ made ground,’ consisting to a largo e.vtent 
of quartz gravel and cement, rest on a sub- 
stratum of schist rock. 

“ I cannot say much about the Maere- 
wlieniia goldfield at present. A few have ! 
got a living there, and very sanguine j 
exj)ectations ora entertained, from the 

prospects got, that when the large water i — 

ji-aces are in, very good results will be j poLCLOUGH’S 
' obtained from sluicing the hills. Certainly I ^ 
appeaivances favor this view, but time alone i 
can show. Aimut 160 people are located 
within a radios of ten mile.s. There is 
plenty of water, but it runs chiefly iu rock- 
bound gorges, which renders it expensive 
work to get it on to the auriferous ground. 

From Maerewheiuia to tlie Awakino — tho 
boundary of the new goldfield, some twenty 
miles— very little ha.s been done as yeh 
Some very heavy gold has been got in 
patches at the Kurow, hut nothing to pay 
more than small wages, although from 
what I saw of the country at the back, I 
should judge very favourably of the pros- 
pects. Quartz reefs exist iu abundance, 
but as yet I believe nq ggkl has been found 
in tlicin. 

“ I see no reason why the whole valley of 
tho Waitaki should not prove to be auri- 
ferous. It has all the features of a gold- 
bearing country, and in the alluvial drifts 
left by a receding cli.ain of lakes along its 
upper course, I feel certain there are places 
which would reward the skill of the miner. 

The existence of gold in the beaches of the 
! river has been proved, but no systematic 
mining has been carried on. The same re- 
marks ap jily to the laige liuct of country 

between Oinarama and tlie Lindis Pass 

a plain bounded with low ‘ mmle’ hills. 

In the narrower part of the valley, ju.st at 
the foot of the pass, veins of quartz crop 
out on the hill side, but, so far as I saw, 
without auriferous indicatious. Among 
the best indications, however, that 1 saw 
anywhere wore those on the Lindis River, 
along whose banks a large anioimt of drift, 
similar to that on the banks of the Moly- 
nenx, was exposed ; and, although some- 
what circumscribed in extent, owing to 
the close proximity of tho liills, there 
seemed to me to bo ample to justify'the 
briiigiug of a race from the upper part of 
the river gorge along tho side of th'o river 
nt as high un elovation as the fall, which 
seemed considerable, would allow, I am 
certain no man need want work whioli 
would pay fair wages, while so large an ex- 
tent of ground witii more or lias gold in 
it, exists in such close proximity to the 
needful element of watiT, But liin-o I tra- 
velled nearly eighty milea, and never ?aw 
one digger at work, though I saw numbers 
of men seeking work, or professing to' seek 
it, at tho difi'erout stations, and.sonie of 
them told mo they inwl earned no, thing for 
months, having neither tools, ho'r ihoiiey 
to buy, them. ' , Of course, even gjold dig- 
ging requires tools, and so tho ground re- 



mains unworkeil, while men go about idle. 
Surely thoro is something wrong boro. Is 
-it orifl of the necessary acoompaniiiionts of 
gold-digging that ahlq-hodied men should 
go aiiout eai nllig nothing, and, I alu afraid, 
even worse than that, not ciirlng to earn, 
so long as tlioy can gefdriuk oiiongb,' and 
eke out a bare subsistonoo by loafing about 
from statiou to station 1 I should ho sorry 
to be sovere on hard-working inon who 
sometimes, like everyone olso, get ha'rd up, 
bat it should be known, at all ovonts, tlmt 
men cun got a living if they oiily like to 
workj and I boliovo' that is the case over a 
large area in this province. 

“ In my next I shall give somo aucount 
of my visit to Bendigo Gully ami Croinwoll, 
tho future centre, as I believe, of our min- 
ing districts." •
